“ The admiralty reports with great regret that the 
ship Hampshire, with Lord Kitchener and his staff on 
board, was sunk last night about 8 o’clock off the Ork­ 
ney Islands by a mine or a torpedo. Four boats were 
seen by observers on the shore to leave the ship. Heavy 
seas were running but patrol vessels and destroyers at 
once proceeded to the scene.
